These talks, both official and 
ministertal, are a continuation of 
the Sydney conference which 
agreed on a twofold plan—

According to a recent survey, 
the sall-making business today 
is less than 20 per cent of the 
average preswar level Orders 
since the war have been few 
owing to the Hmited building of 
salting cratt. 

Shortage of cnnvas and dts re- 
sultant high cost have also pro- 
ved detrimental to rehabilitation 
of this once-profitable bOsiness 

Following the ,dearth of orders 
for sails, the ‘ recruiting of np- 
prentices—the backbone of . the 
industry who are to prolong the 
existence of their chosen craft—- 
has slackened tremendously = in 
recent years. 

Conservative estimates — give 
‘about 190 experienced and’ ap- 
prenticed persons engaged ‘in this

Selllng thousands of brilllantly- 
oiled pennuts—-rousted and salted 
for the palate—is a business 
generally underinken by a voci- 
ferous young tad whose strident 
erics are a familiar sound along 
the Praya in the noon hours. 


Favourite ‘“tit-bit’ of the 
waterfront community, this en- 
terprise is another of the nume- 
rous “honest Ilving™, one-man 
businesses to be found in the 
Colony's cradle of industry— 
stretching. from Connaught Road, 
Central, to West Point. 


Though It is not actually’ 4 
full-time job—usunlly ‘starting Jn 
the afternoon—the peanut vendor 
can at best carn. as much as $5 0 
day, which cntalls not more than 
five hours of work.
